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Congress Ie Awhed To Ai 


Debt-Burdened Farmers By 
Lowering Rate Of Interest 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—Leg- | 


islation to reduce the overbalanced 
debt burden on American farmers 
by a billion dollars and more will 
he proposed to Congress tomorrow 
by President Roosevelt. 

In one of his most ambitious at- 
tacks on the economic crisis, the 
President will propose a swapping 
of present mortgages for new cer- 
tificates of indebtedness to be bas- 
ed on a greatly reduced interest 
rate, 

While details of the far-reach- 
ing measure were withheld tonight, 
pending their presentation to Con 
gress, it is known that, instead of 
the present rates of six and sev- 
en per cent on agricultural mort- 
gages, 2 maximum rate of 449 per 
cent will be provided. 

The same relief will be proposed 
hy Mr, Roosevelt soon to small 
home-owners, Who are bearing 
much the same load of indebted- 
ness as the farmers. 

So important does the President 
yegard this move for agriculture 
that he hopes the congressional 
lenders will be able to speed it 
through as an amendment to the 
pending farm commodity bill about 
to be reported to the Senate from 
its agriculture committee and al- 
ready approved by the House. 

The gigantic task of refinancing 
Government and private mortgages 
held by the farmers will be done 
undey existing agencies in keeping 
with the Roosevelt program for 
economy. 

Henry Morgenthau, Jr., gover- 
nor of the new Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration, and his aides have 
drafted the legislation, and they 
will administer it through the Fed- 
eral land banks. 

A Government bond issue is re- 
quired for the tremendous trans- 
action, The bill is believed to have 
no fixed limit on the amount of 
this issue, but experts have estl- 
mated that perhaps two or three 
billion dollars will be needed for 
the refinancing of around $8,500,- 
000,000 of farm indebtedness. 

The new interest rate was de- 
termined at the lowest possible fig- 
ure in order to permit the flota- 
tion of the required new bonds at 
a par value, The President in- 
sisted upon a sound financial prop~ 
osition. 

Meanwhile, as the Senate agri- 
culture committee has reached the 
point of a final word of approval 
on the administration measure to 
boost the price of agriculture pro- 
duction, the bill still stands almost 
in the same form as proposed by 
the President and approved by the 
House. One point remains to be 
settled—the proposal of John A. 
Simpson, president of the Nation- 
al Farmers’ Union, to guarantee 
the cost of production to farmers. 
Senator Norris (R), Nebraska, is 
preparing this plan for submission 
to the committee tomorrow. 

The Roosevelt farm mortgage 
Dill will be sent to the Senate bank- 
ing committee for preliminary pe- 
rusal, but it is the expectation of 
Senate leaders that a report on it 
may be received in time to permit 
a report on the floor as a part of 
the commodity measure. 

There is vvery prospect that 
within the next 10 days—before 
the planting season really gets go- 
ing—the new farm legislation will 
be in the hands of the President 
and Secretary Wallace for admin- 
istration. 

Without doubt a controlled pro- 
duction of the major crops will be 
demanded by the administration 
this year in an effort to lift the 
agricultural producers to a new 
level of income. 

Complaint from 4 hitherto 
friendly Roosevelt organization, 
the People’s Lobby, headed by Pro- 
fessor John Dewey, was voiced to- 
day against the farm commodity 
bill. 

“Subsidizing farm land-owners 
at the expenses of city consum- 
ers,” said a statement from the 
lobby, “is a will-o-the-wisp which 
intelligent economists long since 
discarded, and the overwhelming 
majority of voters are still urban.”

Roosevelt expects to have most of

The other steps will include a 
drastic railroad reorganization pro 
gram; a strict regulation of the 
stock and commodity exchanges;

The $500,000,000 bill for 
direct relief grants to states will 
be referred by the House tomor- 
row to its ways and means com 
mittee.

Tornado Toll In Southern | 
States Is Placed At 79 


Four storm-wracked Southern 
States Monday charted plans for 
rehabilitation as they surveyed the 
wreckage left last week by eccen- 
tric tornadoes that claimed a toll 
of 79 dead, hundreds injured and | 
uncomputed property damage. 

Mississippi, the hardest hit of 
the States, counted its dead at 54, 
while Texas casualties were 14, 
Louisiana 10, and Arkansas one. 

The blast first descended in Tex 
as late Wdenesday, jumped into 
Northwest Louisiana and Arkansas 
Thursday and Friday dealt destruc- 
tive blows at Southeast Louisiana 
and Mississippi. The storm blew 
itself out in Alabama, Tennessee 
and Georgia. 

Red Cross officials reported that 
the death list in Texas, unofficial- 


ly placed at 20, was reduced to 14 } 


after a complete survey was made 
in the five counties most seriously 
hit.

Spring Hill Blacksmith 
Shoots Neighbor, S’cides

Frank Fryer, aye 45, well known 


citizen of Spring Hill, shot J. | 


Cleveland Wdge, brother of Dr, O. 
N. dee, of this city, and later 
committed suicide several hundred 
yards from his home in Spring Hill 
Friday afternoon, 

Mr, Fryer had lived in Spring 
Hill for a number of years, operat 
ine a blacksmith shop and, aceord 


ing to people of that section, he] 


and Mr, Edwe had been on the best 
of terms for a number of year 
prior to the shooting. 

According to information given 
out at the sheriffs office, Mr. Fry 
ey was renting a grist mill from 
Mr, Bdge and had called Mr, Hdge 
Friday afternoon to help him fix 
part of the machinery, When Mr 
dge called at the mill to help with 
the broken parts, Mr. Fryer had 
left the seene, and entrance to 
the mill was gained by borrowing 
a key from Mr, Fryer’s son, A 
short while later Mr, Fryer return- 
ed and asked Mr, Edge if he was 
tuking possession, pointing a shot- 
cun at him at the same time. 
Thompson Grissett, also of Spring 
Hill, attempted to take the gun 
from Mr. Fryer when the gun fired, 
the shots taking effect in Mr. 
Hdge’s left arm, 

Immediately after hearing about 
the shooting the sheriff's force 
made a trip to Spring Hill to bring 
Mr, Fryer to jail, but he had left 
the scene, taking his shotgun with 
him. <A later report from Spring 
Hill Friday night stated that he 
had barricaded himself in an emp- 
ty house in the vicinity and threat- 
ened to kill anyone who entered. 
Sheriff Nichols made another trip 
there but no trace of Mr, Fryer 
could be found. 

Shortly after 10:00 o'clock this 
morning, the body of Fryer was 
found about a quarter of a mile 
from his home, with a shotgun 
wound near his heart and the gun 
clutched in his hand. Several feet 
from where the body lay, a forked 
stick was found, which was prob- 
ably used in pulling the trigger. 
Sheriff’s forces stated that they be- 
lieve he committed suicide soon af- 
ter he shot Mr. Edge Friday af- 
ternoon. 

The dead man is survived by his 
wife and seven children, also many 
other relatives throughout this 
county, Funeral arrangements for 
Mr. Fryer have not been an- 
nounced, . 

Following the shooting Friday 
afternoon Mr, Edge was brought 
'o his brother’s hospital in Troy, 
and reports state that he under- 
vent an operation this afternoon 
for the removal of his left arm 
above the elbow. Dr. Edge stated 
this afternoon that a successful op- 
eration was performed, but that his 
brother is still in a critical condi- 
tion from loss of blood and shock 
from the gunshot wound. 


Brantley Man Kills 
Himself On Sunday 


BRANTLEY, April 8.—Benja- 
min Ralph Tisdale, 88, shot him- 
self about 10 a.m. Sunday in an 
oil company station here, where 
he had been employed for eight 
years. He died instantly after 
shooting himself in the head with 
a pistol. The bullet entered his 
head below the right ear. 

Letters written te his wife, Mrs 
Mary Alice Tisdale, and his em- 
ployer, Joe Horn, attributed his act 
to mental depression induced by 
financial worries. 

Surviving are his widow, one 
son, Benjamin Lamar, and one 
daughter, Louise, all of Brantley; 
two brothers, J. J. of Andalusia, 
and J, A. of Opp; and four sisters, 
Mrs. W. H. Hughes and Mrs. W. G. 
Howe, both of Brantley; Mrs, H. 
N. Ferrill of Dozier and Mrs, R. 
G. Morrison of Opp. 

Funeral was held from the Prim- 
itive Baptist Church here at 10 a. 
m. today, with Elder B. J, Wilson 
of Glenwood officiating.

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Congressman Henry B. Steagall 


Congressman Steagall, who represents the Third 
District in Congress, has been in the limelight at the Na- 
tional Capital for the past several years. But during the 
preceding administration he was handicapped to a great 
degree on account of the Democrats being in the minority. 
Since the change of the administration, Mr. Steagall has 
been one of the busiest Congressmen in Washington and 
is receiving due reward for his efforts and ability to grasp 
with the situation. 

He is chairman of the powerful Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee of the House, and for several years he 
has been advocating measures similar to the ones which 
have recently been enacted.

Coast Line Makes Change 
In Trains On Elba Branch 


Eifective last Saturday, April 1, 
officials of the A. C. L. made a 
change in train service on the Elba 
branch line, which removes the 
terminal of this line from Elba, 
where it has been for many years, 
to Dothan. 

Daily freight service will be 
maintained, according to announce- 
ment, the train reaching Elba 
about 1:30 o’clock and remaining 
here only long enough to do the 
necessary switching, The train 
will also carry a passenger car. 

By changing the terminal to Do- 
than, it is claimed by officials that 
a saving in expenses will result 
and that the service will not be 
impaired. Elba people signed a 
petition against this change, as it 
will mean the removal of several 
families from the city, and perhaps 
in the future a further curtail- 
ment of service, but it seems that 
the protest did not have much 
weight with the higher-ups.

Big Area Is Suited 
To Growing Trees 


AUBURN, Ala,—-Alabama has 
more than 22,000,000 acres which 
is either already in forests or is 


suitable only for growing timber, | 


according to Lyle Brown, exten- 
sion forester of the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute. 

Speaking in round numbers, he 
said that out of Alabama’s 83,000,- 
000 acres 17,500,000 is in farms, 
part of which is in forests. This 
leaves 15,500,000 acres which is 
in forests or is waste land suitable 
only for growing timber, or is be- 
ing used for towns, roads, or sim- 
ilar purposes, 

Adding to this approximately 1,- 
000,000 acres of farm land of the 
variety which “won't sprout peas,” 
and which is idle, 2,290,000 acres 
of woods pasture, 4,195,000 acres 
of farm woods not in pasture, it 
is apparent that Alabama has close 
to 22,000,000 acres of land need- 
ing either reforestation or forest 
protection and management. 

Experiments on forestry being 
conducted here at Auburn have 
come in for considerable attention 
recently, due to the national in- 
terest on this subject, as they dem- 
onstrate what can be expected of 
plantings of slash, loblolly, short 
leaf, and long leaf pine. 

Planted six feet apart each way 
in 1927 on land of the “pine bar- 
ren” type, which is of no use ex- 
cept for tree growing, the trees 
are now from 10 to 15 feet high. 
Some of the slash pines are near 
20 feet in height. The washes on 
the land have been checked and 
already a fine coating of pine straw 
is being laid down under the trees. 
This straw is rotting and adding 
humus to the soil.

Poultry To East 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. — Ala- 


}bama farmers in 28 counties have 


shipped 424 carloads of poultry to 
eastern markets this spring. The 
ears carried 867,870 pounds and 
brought farmers participating $33,- 
019, Shipments were made coop- 
eratively through the county Farm 
Bureaus and Farmers’ Marketing 
and Exchange Association. Pro~- 
ducers were paid cash at the car 
doors. 

In addition to the carlot ship- 
ments a large tonnage of poultry 
has been sent out of the state by 
trucks to Miami, New Orleans, At- 
lanta, and other points. It is re- 
ported that these markets have 
maintained a relatively close differ- 
ential with the New York market, 
and with more flexible transporta- 
tion are proving to be good mar 
kets for Alabama poultry and ege's. 

J. D. Moore and G. W. Ray, ex- 
tension marketing specialists, have 
assisted in the operation of the 
poultry cars, which they say will 
continue to run wherever and 
whenever there is a demand for 
carlot shipments.

MONTGOMERY, April &,—-The 
Goodwyn income tax amendment 
passed the Senate 22 to 18 yester- 
day and will be submitted to the 
electorate in mid-July for ratifica- 
tion or rejection, 

The final vote ended a bitter 
fight of two hours in which oppo- 
nents of the proposal were unsuc- 
cessful in their efforts to amend 
the measure and foree its return 
to the House for concurrence’ 
move whieh even administration 
leaders said probably would have 
killed the bill if it had sueceeded, 

The measure provides for an in- 
come tax ranging from one to five 
per cent on individuals and a flat 
three per cent rate on corporations, 
Single persons are allowed a $1,500 
exemption, and married persons 
are allowed $8,000, with an addi 
tional $800 exemption for all de- 
pendentg under the age of 18. If 
ratified it would include the in- 
comes of State, county and city 
officials and employes, 

Throughout the fight the admin- 
istration held together 22 yotes— 
just one above the 21 needed to 
pass constitutional amendments.

As explained by Senator Norris, 
the legislation will largely embrace 
his oft-rejected plan for Govern 
ment operation of Muscle Shoals. 

Expecting increased employment 
to result, the President said the 
proposed ‘valley authority” should 
have for its duty ‘rehabilitation of 
the Muscle Shoals development 
and the coordination of jt with 
the wider plan,” 

The bill Norris will introduce to 
morrow will provide for a Tennes- 
see Valley authority or board of 
three to be named by the President 
to supervise the entire Tennessee 
development scheme, including the 
Shoals phase, 

The board would have power to 
issue bonds to aid in carrying out 
the project, the bonds to be secur- 
ed in part by proceeds from the 
sale of power, but backed in their 
entirety by the Government. An 
initial appropriation to get the 
work started also will be asked. 

The board would be authorized 
to operate the power and nitrate 
plants at the Shoals and to con- 
tract with commercial producers 
for production of fertilizer. 

The board would be authorized 
to sell the surplus power not used 
in .operation of locks and other 
works to states, counties, munici- 
palities, and others, 

The last Norris bill, whieh the 
new one will follow closely, de- 
clared in this connection: “It is 
hereby declared to be the policy 
of the Government, so far as prac: 
tical, to distribute the surplus 
power equitably among the States, 
counties, and municipalities within 
transmission distance of Muscle 
Shoals.” 

The bill of Chairman MeSwain, 
of the House military committee, 
will be similar to a measure intro- 
duced by him last March. Like 
Norris’s plan, his bill creates a Ten- 
nessee Valley authority, with pow- 
er to sell $100,000,000 in 40-year, 
four per cent bonds. 

Out of the proceeds would come 
the cost of building the Cove Creek 
Dam. 

The governing board would op- 
erate or lease the nitrate plants 
and sell surplus power, building 
transmission lines if necessary.

10 Men Arrested In Killing 
Of Covington Forest Ranger| 


ANDALUSIA, Ala., April 8. 
Ten arrests have been made in an 
effort to solve the mysterious slay- 
ing of Will Tubberville, forest rid- 
ey for the Jackson Lumber Com 
pany, of Lockhart, whose mangled 
body with two bullet holes through 
the heart was found lying in a 
woods just across the county line, 
east of Green Bay in Geneva Coun- 
ty on the morning of March 17, 
following a forest fire which Tub- 
berville helped to extinguish dur- 
ing the previous night. 

Ed Lawrence, Carl Bebee and D. 
Wadford were arrested Friday and 
are being held in the Covington 
County jail, John Hayes and J. D. 
Lawrenee are being held in the 
Brewton jail, Jim and Harvey Mar- 
tin were arrested and lodged in 
the jail at Evergreen, while Will 
Jordan, Ben Aplin, and Homer 
Jackson are being held in the Ge» 
neva jail. 

Nine of the 10 men are farmers 
who live in the section where the 
slaying occurred, Jordan is a State 
forester, Hayes and Lawrence five 
in Geneva County, while the oth- 
ey seven farmers live in Coving- 
ton County. 

Sheriff Tom Gantt and his chief 
deputy, Brake Gantt, of Covington 
County, assisted by Chief Deputy 
Sheriff J. F. Hall, of Geneva Coun-

The State Forestry Department 
has announced it has posted a re- 
ward of $200 for the arrest and 
conviction of the parties who slew 
Tubberville, and the Jackson Lum- 
ber Company has offered a like 
rveward. 

The gruesome crime was reveal- 
ed early on the morning of Friday, 
March 17, following an all-night 
search, Tubberville was last seen 
alive about 11 o’clock Thursday 
nieht, March 16, after he and a 
crew of fire fighters had extinguish- 
ed a raging forest fire near where 
the hody was found 

It is believed by officers that the 
forest ranger Was killed on the spot 
and the body left lying in the road 
and was later run over by an auto~ 
mobile driven by Forester Will 
Jordan, who was searching for 
Tubberville. 

Officers also believe the killers 
returned to their victim, taking no 
chances that he might not be dead, 
and fired two bullets through his 
heart. 

Officers base this theory on the 
absence of any signs of blood about 
the wound and the fact that the 
two bullet holes through the vic- 
tim’s garments were directly over 
the wounds and two empty .82 cal- 
iber pistol hulls were lying on the 
body, indicating that he was run 
over by the automobile before he 
was shot, The body had not been 
disturbed after it was shot, they 
stated. 

It is also believed by officers 
that Tubberville was shot with his 
own gun, of .82 caliber, which has 
not been located. 

Two bullets taken from the body 
of the forester and a .82 caliber 
pistol taken from Jackson are in 
possession of Sheriff Gantt. He 
made known that he will send the 
bullets and the gun to a ballistic 
expert to determine if the gun was 
used in the slaying,

early date of legislation 
Which promises to revolutionize 
banking in the United States and 
Which unquestionably will place an 
end to all lack of confidence in the 


banks which participate in the 
terms of the legislation. 
Representative Henry B. Stea- 


gall, of Alabama, chairman of the 
House committee, and Senator Car 
ter Glass, of Virginia, chief spon 
sor of banking legislation in the 
Senate committee, have been in al- 
most daily conference recently and 
have reached a working agreement 
on the major banking bill. Both 
have conferred with the President 
and his aides, Congressman Stea- 
gall having been at the White 
House Friday, The two banking 
leaders are in full accord on the 
principles of the legislation, al- 
though they differ slightly as to 
few details. 

A bill has been agreed upon be- 
tween Steagall and Glass which is 
to embody in the main the chief 
features of the Glass bill which 
Was passed by the Senate last Win- 
ter but which was not considered 
in the House and which also will 
contain a deposit guaranty or in- 
surance feature embodying sub- 
stantially the plans of the Steagall 
bill which the House of the last 
Congress passed but which was not 
brought to a vote in the Senate. 

It is understood the bill has the 
approval of President Roosevelt 
and the Treasury Department.

The Steagall guarantee provision 
is superimposed upon the liquidat- 
ing section. The latter provides 
a method of paying off depositors 
part of their claims against closed 
banks, The guarantee plan pro- 
vides for a corporation with an ini- 
tial fund of about $500,000,000 
with the right to expand four times 
this amount by issuing its obliga- 
tions. The initial fund will be 
raised by taking from the Treasury 
$150,000,000 of the money paid 
into it by the Federal Reserve 
Banks in lieu of a franchise tax; 
approximately another $150,000,- 
000 by taking half of the surplus 
of the Federal Reserve Banks, with 
the right to assess banks partici- 
pating in the system not to exceed 
one-fourth of one per cent on all 
deposits. The fund would be kept 
up by a charge against participat- 
ing banks of one-fourth of one per 
cent on all loans, to be collected 
by the banks and held until called 
for if needed. 

This system would apply fully 
to all banks which are members of 
the Federal Reserve System, insur- } 
ing their deposits 100 per cent.
